Nearly forty persons have been exe- 
cuted by federal troops in connection

Mexico City, Aug. 11.—The govern- 
ment has detailed a swarm of secret 
agents to investigate the thousands of 
secret chapels throughout the republic 
and to discover property clandestinely 
held by the church as an organization 
and by priests as individuals. The 
move is part of the department of the 
interior’s campaign begun today for 
nationalization of all churches and 
church property. 

Private chapels are not subject to 
the general church law, provided they 
remain altogether private, However, 
the private family chapels have been 
frequented by friends and acquaint- 
ances of the owners until they have 
become veritable churches. 


- Violates Constitution. 

According to the spirit of the law, 
this is a yiolation of the constitution 
which has passed unnoticed. Since 
the church trouble arose more than a 
year ago and more especially since the 
beginning of the present deadlock be- 
tween the government and church on 
Aug. 1, private chapels have become 
so popular that the charge is made 
against the church. authorities that 
the upper classes still have churches 
in which the priests officiate while the 
masses are denled church ceremonies. 

Government agents report. that 
there have been more than 400 infrac- 
tions of the law, in which private fam- 
ily chapels have been opened to the 
public and receiving others than, mem- 
bers of the families. 

The department of the interior has 
ordered the closing of all chapels vio- 
lating the law. Undoubtedly, thou- 
sands of private chapels will, be closed. 

Sammon Chapel Owners. 

Already many private chapel owners 
have been called to answer before 
the attorney general why the chapels 
should not become national property, 
because they have ceased to be private 
when they admit to services people 
from outside the family.

Confessing that the marriage of an 
aged, wealthy man is almost certain 
to end in disillusionment, Reteos M. 
Tashjian, 70 years old, member of the 
Tashjian family, Armenian rug deal- 
ers, yesterday made ready to offer a 
unique defense to a suit for divorce 
filed in the Superior court by_Mrs. Vir- 
ginia M. Tashjian, 38 years old, 1945 
Berwyn avenue, who charged cruelty. 

Despite his years and his wealth, 
Tashjian thought, he said, that by tak- 
ing unusual precautions he could se- 
lect a young wife who would love him 
for himself and not for his money. He 
drew up a marriage contract, which 
contained all his ideas of what a wife 
should be. 

Uses Great Foresight. 

This contract attempted to forestall 
all the causes which vsually disrupt 
matrimony. It described the manner | 
in which the wife should conduct her- 
self after marriage. It disposed, or 
seemed to dispose, of the mother-in- 
law question, the religious question, 
the servant problem. 

Tashjian, and his bride to be, signed 
the contract in the presence of wit- 
nesses. But only five months after the 
wedding ceremony last Feb. 15 she 
filed suit for divorce. Tashjian said 
he would take the contract today to 
Attorney Charlés E. Erbstein and offer 
it as a defense to the suit and as the 
basis of a cross bill for divorce. 

The first section of the contract, 
dated Oct. 22, 1925, was written by 
Tashjian. It was as follows: 

“At thig advanced age, I am going 
to get married to relieve my loneliness. 
I want to form a happy family : ie. 

“I demand that my wife be faithful 
to mé in every way and be a model 
Christian wife. 


Provides Wife Must Obey. 

“She must be obedient to me, mod- 
est, honorable, humble, and not ob- 
stinate. She must love me with great 
affection, not for my money or riches. 
The foundation of a marriage that is 
based on money is apt to be weak and 
to fall apart soon. 

“I desire that she may live in such 
an exemplary manner that her life 
may be an example to others. We will 
worship God together, sometimes at 
her church and sometimes at mine. 

“I demand that she be a good house- 
wife, but not that she overtire herself 
with work that servants should prop- 
erly do. 

“She must treat my family in such 
a manner that they will learn to re- 
spect and honor her. Love must be 
mutual.” 


Her Share of Contract. 

Then came Mrs. Tashjian’s state- 

ment which read: “I love Mr. Tash- 
jian and I am going to marry him not 
for his money nor his wealth, nor for 
pleasure. I know that he is a Christian 
and a good, kind, true gentleman. I 
will try and promise to be faithful, 
good natured in every way, modest, 
humble and a model wife, obedient to 
him and not contrary. 
“J will try my best to make him 
happy and contented and I expect him 
to do the same, happy with him in hap- 
piness, sharing his sorrows. I wil" 
try to keep him cheerful, to overlook 
small wrong doings, so that we will 
live in harmony. If I leave my hus- 
band without legal cause, I shall be de- 
prived of my rights as his wife.” 

The marriage was happy for exactly 
one month, aceording to both. Then, 
Tashjian began to be abusive to his 
wife, she said. He replied that she vio- 
lated almost every provision of the 
contract.

THREE JUDGES 


OUT 


Must Go to Supreme 
- Court.

The Illinois primary election laws 
were held invalid and unconstitutional 
by three judges sitting en banc in the 
Lee county Circuit court at Dixon yes- 
terday. Their decision, if sustained by 
the Supreme court, will wipe out the 
entire system of making party nomi- 
nations by direct primaries in Illinois. 

The basis of the suit and of the de- 
cision is that equal representation in 
county conventions, and consequently 
in state and judicial conventions, is Im- 
possible under the existing law. 


Up te Supreme Court. 

The case will go to the state Su- 
preme court in October on an appeal 
by State's Attorney Mark C. Keller 
of Lee county. George C. Dixon, coun- 
try lawyer and grandson of the founder 
of the town of Dixon, says he is con- 
fident the Supreme court will sweep 
the primary laws from the statute 
books. 

Dixon’s attack is the first compre- 
hensive effort that has been made to 
knock out the general and legislative 
primary acts of 1910, successors to the 
nominating laws of 1905, 1906 and 1908, 
which were nullified one by one by the 
Supreme court of Illinois shortly after 
their passage. 

Yesterday's opinion was delivered. 
orally from the betich by Judge Wil- 
liam J. Emerson of Oregon, before 
whom the casé was fet last. ApPil. 
Judge Emerson considered the matter 
as of such far-reaching impurtance 
that he called in his two associates in 
the 15th judicial cireuit to sit with 
him. They are Judges Harry Edwards 
of Dixon and.Harry L. Heer of Galena. 
The decision Was unanimous. 


System in Effect 16 Years. 

The laws pronounced invalid have 
controlled the nomination by political 
parties of candidates for all state and 
local offices since they were passed in 
1910 by a special session of the legis- 
lature, whéen United States Senator 
Charlies 8. Deneen was governor. The 
laws consist of what is known as the 
general primary act and the legisla- 
tive act for nominating candidates for 
the general assembly. Both attempted 
to abolish the old party delegate con- 
vention system of nominations, the 
system which automatically returns if 
the Supreme court upholds the deci- 
sion of Judges Emerson, Edwards, and 
Heer. 

Confusion over the makeup of party 
managing committees is certain to re- 
sult from an opinion by the Supreme 
court upholding, yesterday's decision 
by the three Circuit court judges. 
Many changes in the control of party 
machinery have occurred through the 
years—deaths and the rise and fall of 
many political fortunes. 

New legislation by the next general 
assembly to straighten out the muddle 
would be the next logical step, in the 
opinion of most politicians. Some con- 
tend that nullification of the present 
primary laws under which existing 
party committees were formed would 
throw nominal if not actual control 
back into the hands of those in power 
two decades ago. 

May Affect City Election. 

A Supreme court decision knocking 
out the primaryy law would seriously 
complicate the Chicago mayoralty next 
spring. The party nominations are 
to be made in February and in the 
absence of any new legislation fac- 
tional conflicts over the right to make 
a nomination in the name of .te Re- 
publican party particularly would be 
certain to be bitter. If the decision 
restored conditions as they cxisted in 
1909, even nominally, none of the pres- 
ent groups could lay complete claim 
to the party label. 

Senator Deneen declined last night 
to comment on yesterday’s decision ex- 
cept torsay that in his opinion the 
nominations made last April would

ORDERS IN INDIA 


Owe No Allegiance, They 
Say, to Any Democracy.

LONDON, Aug. 11.—* exalted 
highness” the nizam of Hyderabad 
sent a strongly worded protest to the 
viceroy of India today, demariding that 
in the future the viceroy must act as 
the representative of the British 
crown, and not as a reprensentative 
of the government of India in dealing 
with the nizam. 

The nizam’s contention is that he 
never has entered into treaty negotia- 
tions with the India government, but 
only with the British government, 
through the crown. The nizam’s pro- 
test is in the nature of a reply to 
Lord Irwin’s recent strong note to 
Hyderabad’s ruler, charging him with 
corruption and mismanagement in his 
domains and demanding that a British 
administrator be given charge of cer- 
tain departments. 


No Allegiance to People. 

The nizam’s reply further contends 
that the government of. India is be- 
coming responsible to the people of 
India, while it is beneath his dignity 
as the greatest prince to owe allegi- 
ance to a government controlled by 
the people. 

The note ts another evidence of the 
general revolt of Htndu princes against 
the government of India because it 
tries to infringe upon their native 
powers. It is understood the recent 
climbdown of the government of India 
was due to a recognition of these

ON BUYING GOOD WILL. 


We have called attention to the inferiority com- 


pilex at work in the New York press. It is espe- 


clally worthy of noticc because the Eurvpean esti- 
mate of American opinion is largely based on what 
the New York papers say and this error is respon- 
sible tor not a few surprises and disappointments 
when the will of the nation transpires through 
action. In fact the habitua] anxiety of the leading

very faintly if at all west of the Alleghenies and entirely sound. We cannot foresee every legisia- 


is a most unreliable guide to what the nation in- 
tends or to what the nation eventually will do. 
We have a striking illustration in recent com- 
ment on British and French criticisms of our debt 
payment policy. For days the World and, with 
more self-respect, the Times have been urging us 
solemnly to take heed of the rising storm of resent- 
ment against us abroad. The World assures us 
that we are disliked from Peking to Paris and we 
don’t know what injuries or hazards are implied 


‘in the warning. The Times, after rebuking M. 


Clemenceau at some length, turns to its readers 
with the assurance that “his utterance undoubt- 
edly expresses in a bold and striking way the pre- 
vailing sentiment toward the United States. of 
the great majority of the French people,” and this 
is the peroration: 
“This is a form of warning which we cannot’ 
afford to belittle or neglect. We have to ask our- 
selves whether it is a wise policy for this nation 
to make itself thoroughly disliked in France and 
im many other parts of the world. Is it even good 
business, coldly conceived, to stimulate and main- 
tain a settled and sullen resentment against us 


on the part of other nations? These are questions 


which Clemenceau’s letter raises anew and acutely. 
Our statesmen should seriously ponder the right 
answer to them. The French government will 
probably ratify before long the debt settlement with 
the United States; but after that is done, ought 


we not here to open our eyes to the need of a gen- 
érai reconsideration 1nd readjustment of the war 
debts before many years are past? That idea is 
evidently winning more acceptance in this coun- 
try among those who have given their minds to the 
real significance in the long run of the war. debts, 
end there can be no doubt that its spread will be 
hastened by the irregular but impressive words 


of Clemenceau.” 


Well, for our part, we think the implications 
@& -tnese warnings are inconsistent with the na- 


tional conscience, with self-respect, and with com- 


mon sense. What all the hush-hush comes to is 
simply this: We are to buy escape from Europe’s 


- hostility by backing down on just claims. We are 


to purchase a return to the place in the French 
or British bosom we supposed we occupled—and 


-‘may have for a short period—by canceling the 


loans, that is, by assuming ourselves the expendi- 
‘tures of billions made by our debtors from our 
advances. 

American common sense will reply that a friend- 
liness purchasable on such terms is not worth 
much. -We spent a hundred thousand American 


‘ives and some billions of our own money to save 
France and Great Britain from defeat and at the 


moment when we aré asked by the World and 
the Times to buy back the favor of these nations 
we know exactly how durable that favor is. 


“The argument of expedjency is fallacious. If 
we paid for Europe's friendship at this time we 


. should have to pay for it again and ever again. 


If we yield to what we believe to be unjust criti- 
cisms and unfounded offsets we do not protect our- 
selves from unjust criticisms or unfounded off- 
sets in the future. On the contrary, we invite 
them. 

Common sense refuses the argument of expe- 
diency. Conscience‘ard self-respect reject it. We 
are being told that we ought to cancel the debts 
because the war was our war as much as Europe's, 
that therefore we ought to have gone in at the 
beginning, and that our staying out so long cost 
Great Britain and France a sum in lives and treas- 
ure that in justice ought to be set off against our 
loans. 

‘A good many people and newspapers in the east 
would admit ali that, but fortunately not the over- 
whelming majority of the nation. We in the west 
resent these assumptions. We have no intention 
of permitting the United States to be bullied into 
& course of action which would be interpreted as 
admission. That is| why consideration of cancel- 
lation will not be tolerated and will not be so long 
as the creditor natiors are in their present state 
of mind. We may never be paid, but we are not 
going to allow Europe to make a virtue of non- 
payment. There is no people on earth that would 


go farther in allowance to misfortune or generosity 


to neec. Also we are 4 practical people, accus- 


better or for worse the great public is not deeply 
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tomed to compromise and able te appreciate eco 
nomic argument in favor of concessions or cam 
cellations. But we shall certainly net make. com- 
cessions because stanting upon our right is mak- 
ing us unpopular, Much less shall we free eur 
creditors from their obligations on the ground that 
they were nonexisient or immoral.

It has encouraged candidates 
tu trim and hedge and has repeatedly resulted in 
the election of inferior men to important positions 
in the governmept. If our representatives are to 
be chosen because they are wet or dry, we will 
get abler men if the decision is made frankly. 


As a matter of fact, the instinct which has at 
last brought prohibition into the foreground is 


tive problem which will confront senators in the 
next six years. As always, the voters will have 
t» select the candidate who seems to be their kind 
of aman. When the country rejected candidates 
who favored the league of nations, the voters were 
voicing their opposition not only to the league but 
to the kind of ‘soft-headedness which made one set 
of candidates favor going to Geneva. Advocates 
of the league were not the kind of men to whom 
the Zovernment could safely be intrusted. This 
fall the voters will have the opportunity to choose 
between the kind of mentality that is prohibi- 
tionist and the kind that is not, a more serviceable 
touchstone of character and political thinking than 
any other which now presents itself.

FILIPINO RUBBER. 
(Brooklyn Daily Eagle.] 


While Carmi Thompson is investigating the Filipino | 
problem, Harvey S, Firestone Jr. is explaini to 
President Coolidge how rubber plantations coul@ be 
developed on the Philippine islands with American 
capital. Now, the production of rubber is not the 
matter of sowing seeds and reaping a harvest in the 
fall. Several years are necessary to prepare the 
soil and five years are needed to bring the trees to 
maturity. We need our own rubber supply. We con- 
sume 70 per cent of the world’s rubber and have io 
be dependent for by far the larger amount on others. 

But if we intend to plant rubber trees in the Philip- | 
pines it would seem only fair, not to say wise, that 
all talk of independence for the near future should 
be silenced. To encourage our capitalists to invest in 
the islands across the Pacific we would have to 
establish, in the event of independence, at least a 
protectorate, a half-measure which would. appeal) 
to none. Mr. Firestone explained to the President 
that our dependence upon the outside world for rub- 
ber amounted to $136,000,000 a year more than the 
price ought to be. This is a large figure. At present 
rubber producers are limited by law to the cultiva- 
tion of no more than 2,500 acres by any one company. 
The Firestone interests would have this amended to 
allow one company to cultivate 500,000 acres. But 
we cannot justly seek a badly needed source of rubber 
in the Philippines on the one hand and on the other 
dangle the prospect of independence before Manuel 
Quezon and his followers. If we do we are only 
storing up trouble for the future.

It is not advisable to 
attempt to vaccinate any grown cow un- 
less vaccination was done when the cow 
was a calf, or unless a tuberculin test 
has shown with certainty that the tow 
is not tuberculous.

Mrs. E. C. writes: My baby boy, 3% 
months old, is at present on a diet of 
whole milk and oatmeal water. He was 
undernourished, and since he has been 
on the above diet he is gaining weight 
rapidly. ‘I would like to know if it would 
be advisable to keep using the oatmeal 
water during the summer. 

REPLY: 

Everybody will tell you that a baby of 
that age should not be given whole milk, 
but you say you give a mixture of milk 
and oatmeal water without giving the pro- 
portions. Whatever dilution you may be 
using, your child is thriving. Therefore, 
keep it up. Experience is a good guide, 
and usually s safe ome. Increase the quan- 
tity given and also the strength of the mix- 
¢ure slowly between now and October. Go 
slow in hot weather. 


OVERCOMING CONSTIPATION.

months of age and is healthy in every 


way, with the exception of his bowels. 
They do not move unless made to do so.

New York City is charged by the 
Illinois deep water way commission 
with chief responsibility for the oppo 
sition to the St. Lawrence deep water- 
way, which would make Chicago end 
other lake cities potential seaports. 
This commission, of which William 
Nelson Pelouze is chairman, has made 
a formal report to Gov. Small on the 
prevailing conditions with reference to 

this route. 

“New York interests opposing the 
St. Lawrence project are offering as 
a substitute a 25 foot canal to connect 
Oswego with Albany. In order to 
give this canal additional prestige they 
refer to it is an ‘all American proj- 

ect,’”’ reads the report. 

“This name is simply a subterfuge, 
because there is nothing about it that 
is ‘all American,’ It is ‘all New 


York’ so far is the canal is concerned. is 


No “All American” Route. 

“The Welland canal, which is an 
integral part of the lake-to-the-ocean 
development, is being built by the Ca- 
nadian government.- Likewise there) 
can be no ‘all American’ route even 
though we connect Lakes Erie and 
Ontario on the American side, because 
the present ship canal through the 
Detroit river crosses the international 
boundary line into Canadian territory 
ten times. There is no such thing, 
therefore, as the ‘all American route’ 
to which New York s0 amchammenaaed 
appeals.”’

cost of installing electrical eppanetne 
for power development.”

Home from Temple. 

And yonder ‘ivy clad house of buff 
colored limestone; where dwells Father 
Tholen, Roman Catholic pastor at Nau- 
voo—that was built from the ruins of 
the vast Mormon temple which had 30 
hewn pilasters costing $3,000 each, and, 
in its secret chambers, a baptismal! 
font supported by twelve colossal 
carved oxen, and which was to have 
cost a million dollars and to have had 
a tower 200 feet high. 

The Mormons would have expended 
the million and finished their Nauvoo 
tower——-for they were indefatigable 
buflders and shrewd financiers—save 
that Hancock county and shires ad- 
jacent on both sides of the great river 
made Illinois too hot to hold them. 
So the end of the temple was a wagon 
shop, and in it were built under Brig- 
ham‘ Young’s driving gaze the thou- 
sands of wagons in which he trans- 
ported at first 2,000 and later twelve 
or fourteen thousand more of his exiles 
from the banks of the Mississippi to 
the basin of Salt Lake, a feat in gen- 
eralship more than comparable to 
Xenophon’s maneuvering of the Tea 
Thousand across desolation and into 
safety. 

Still Shrine for 100,000. 

But the departure of Brigham and 

his hosts did not end the history of 
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Nauvoo as a shrine city. As such it 
functions to this day. I said the place 
is petrified history. But there are a 
hundred thousand members of the 
“ Reorganized Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter Day Saints”—that is the 
present ecclesiastical name of the body 
of descendants of the Mormons who 
did not fellow Brigham—who devoutly 
believe that “in the Lord's own 
time’ Nauvoo will be restored to its 
glory of 80 years ago, when it had a 
population of, sormme say 25,000 and 
some 60,000, and was the best built city 
in our state. 

These descendants and their co-re- 
lUgionists—for their church is steadily 
growing—point you to chapter and 
verse in the Hebrew and the Mormon 
Bibles, in both of which they believe, 
for proof that the prophecy is a cer- 
tainty. The sentence is, “And the 
waste places shall be built again,” 
and if it comforts them to apply that 
to Nauvoo, who shall begrudge them? 
They are good, order-loving, gentle, 
industrious people now, whatever they 
may have been in Prophet Joseph’s 
turbulent time. Anyway, he paid with 
his life for his truculence. 

To Rise by Revelation. 

The “* ized”"’ Mormons at 
Nauvoo, who declare their forebears 
never did believe in plural] marriage— 
chapter and verse for that, too—as 


sured me that the town now drows- 
ing on the Mississippi, where it makes 


a mighty bend twelve miles above 
Keokuk and broadens out into a great 
lake, will be restored “ by revelation.”

We were speaking of history's 
ironies. 

Look yonder! There is one now: A 
mild faced elderly man who is driving 
a hay wagon in from the placid fields 
that surround Nauvoo, except where 
some of the places of the vanished 
Mormon magnificoes come close to the 
river’s bank. And the driver of the 
hay wagon is, if you please, high priest 
in the Melchisedek priesthood, which is 
the highest priesthood in the Mormon 
church—reorganized or otherwise—and 
the keys of which are held, so Mor- 
mons believdé, by St. Peter, St. John, 
and St. James. ' 


Joseph Smith’s Vision. 

Ninety-seven years ago Joseph 
Smith, founder and first “ revelator’”’ 
of the Mormon church, said John the 
Baptist told him that about the keys 
and the saints when John appeared 
to him in a vision and today 700,000 
persons, including two of the shrewd- 
est, most useful members of the United 
States senate, believe it. 

That old high priest on the hay

PENNSYLVANIA SYSTEM 
LEASES GROUP OF OHIO 
AND MICHIGAN ROADS 


[Chicago Tribune rress Service.) 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 11.—(Spe- 
cial.}—Further simplification of the 
corporate structure of the Pennsyl- | 
vania railroad system will be made | 
possible by the approval today of the 
Pennsylvania's application to lease for 
999 years the properties of the Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio and Detroit, the inter- 
state commerce commission announced 
today in authorizing the lease. 
_ The Pennsylvania, Ohio and Detroit, 
already controlled by the Pennsylvania 
interest through stock ownership, is a 
consolidation, under state laws, of the 
Cincinnati, Lebanon and Northern, the 
Cleveland, Akron and Cincinnati, the 
Toledo, Columbus and Ohio River, the 
Pennsylvania-Detroit, and the Manu- 
facturers’ Railway of Toledo. Its 
properties embrace nearly 800 miles 
of main and branch lines. 
The commission stipulates that the 
Pennsylvania shall not permit the 
sale, pledgé, or other disposition of 
stock of the Pennsylvania, Ohio and 
Detroit without consent of the com- 
mission. 


STREET NOTES

Army Captain 
Asks P-ythians 
to Aid Lepers 


Philippine Colony.

Capt. G. W. Spoerry of the United 
States army, stationed in the Philip- 
pine islands and now on furlough in 
this country, will take the floor this 
afternoon at the thirty-fourth biennial 
convention of the supreme lodge of 


the Knights of Pythias at the Edge 
water Beach hotel. He will explain 
in detail the scope of what he terms 
one of the greatest humanitarian pro}- 
ects ever proposed to a fraternal order 
for its adoption—the eradication of 
leprosy. ‘ 

Capt. Spoerry’s address will be sup- 
plemented with lantern slides and will 
complement the recommendations of 
Dr. Frank B. Hiller of Kansas City, 
Mo., who yegterday introduced a reso 
lution, signed by the Missouri repre- 
sentatives, calling for an annual as- 
sessment of $1 per capita for two 
years. 3 

~ The approximate 
acquired would be expended for the 
establishment of a colony at Culion in 
the Philippines, for the relief and cure 
of leprosy. 

The resolution calls for the expendi- 
ture of $200,000 for a combined how 
pital and experimental station, where 
medical authorities from all parts of 
the world would be invited to search 
for new remedies or to perfect the 
serum which has been discovered with- 
in the last few years, and has effected 
many cures; the erection of a $10, 
000 home for the white lepers already 
of Culion, and an endowment fund 
of $1,500,000 of which only the interest 
would be expended for maintenance.
